Houſe, (c) little Parlour, (d) as abovementioned, (e) Brewhouſe,

Biſhop Kennet mentions The Lord Delamere, Sir Scroop How, 
and ſome few others of greateſt Quality and Intereſt in thoſe parts as 
concerned with the Earls of Devonſhire and Danby in this important 
Buſineſs z and theſe two great Patriots were indeed with the Earl of 
Devonſhire at Nottingham, (5) the roth or x2th of Nov. and might 
be privy to the Confederacy, but we have no reaſon to think they 
were either of them amongſt thoſe that met on ¶ bittington Moor, 
or at the Revolution Houſe, as the Duke of Leeds' Narration, our 
' moſt authentic account, is entirely filent as to them. |
